MEMORY OF TURTLES. 


Their Eft* Almo*t In the Same 


Place Ye«r After \~rmr. 


Daring the summer mouths from 


May to August the big sea turtles lay 
tfceir egg* on, the beach. They come 
possibly hundreds of miles?, and If un- 
disturbed will land within a few yards 
of the same place year after "year. 
They crawl up tise beach • in the night 
and make their. jiest'iu the sand just 
above nigh water mark. I have watch- 
ed them from behind a sandhill but a 
few feet away. 


They dig the hole with their hind 


nippers, and after covering it over, 
nrst filling it with eggs, they will go a 
few feet and make another place, I al- 
ways thought as a Wind, for one looks 
just like the other. They lay each 
month, usually during the high tides of 
that month, beginning in May and 
ending iu August, from 90 to 183 eggs. 


During the summer I found and 


brought into camp 2,755 eggs. I put 
some In the sand near our «amp, and 
in twenty-seven days the toy eggs 
latched, the rest in three days more. 
The little turtles would dig out, raise 
their little heads ana saiff the air a 
moment, then start for the river, 100 
yards away. It. was always n mys- 
tery to me how a turtle could find the 
same place on the shore wlien a short 
distance out at sea It all looks alike- 
just sandy ridges, with scrub palmetto 
and coarse grass.— Forest aud Stream.

The value of sugar imported 
from Cuba this year is also higher 
than the- value of the amount imported 
last year. Jtlthough the quantity was 
about 300,000 pounds less. As in previ- 
ous years only a very small quantity 
of beet sugar was imported and Cuba 
again is far in ihe lead of all nations 
in producing sugar cane.

CAT SUPERSTITIONS, 


Jteliefn at People of Ancient 
Esrypi Heaardlug' !>as». 


The inhabitants of ancient Egypt are 


belic-vetl to have been the lirsc people 
to attempt to domesticate'the wild spe- 
cies of feiinae now represented by the 
common house cat. This belief is based 
upon the fact that sculptured repre- 
sentations ofr:R«ch animals are found 
upon their monuments of the year 
2000 B. C., more than 1.200 years be- 
fore they appear on European monu- 
ments. An Egyptian tomb of the year 
1300 B. C. is the first to show a sculp- 
tui-etl representation of the cat as a 
domesticated animal, those of the 
greater age first mentioned probably 
representing the creature in its wild 
state. In the relief sketch of the date 
last mentioned, 1300 B. C-, it is unmis- 
takably a pet, being shown as seated 
beneath a chair. The Egyptians of 
that, age mummified dead cats just as 
they did trauma beings and in many 
instances entombed hundreds of thou- 
sands of them in a single pyramid or 
pit. Bubastis was the Egyptlaa cat 
groddess and was always represented 
as having a cat's head. Among that 
queer people puss was regarded as au 
emblem of the suu, its eyes lieing sup- 
posed to vary iir color and in the size 
or their pupils with the progress of 
-that luininury across the heavens. 


'Herodotus teiis us that when an 


Egyptian cat died a natural death its 
owner went into mourning and shaved 
off his eyebrows.
